SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

In  spite  of  economic  restrictions,  the  development  of  Cwm- 
bran continued  smoothly  throughout  the  year.  Unemployment  did 
not  reach  worrying  proportions.  There  were  no  signs  of  any  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  families  requiring  social  assistance. 

Building  was  concentrated  at  the  town  centre  and  at  Fairwater 
where  high  density  development  is  in  progress.  At  Fairwater  a 
central  shopping  centre,  including  a general  practitioner’s  surgery 
and  infant  welfare  clinic,  was  begun  and  a smaller  group  of  shops 
nearly  completed.  Some  progress  was  made  with  the  construction 
of  a neighbourhood  community  centre. 

Before  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council’s  sports  stadium  was  in 
use.  There  continued  to  be  little  organised  commercial  entertain- 
ment— major  cinemas,  dance  halls  and  swimming  baths — but  there 
was  active  support  for  many  smaller  societies,  including  drama  and 
theatre  groups  and  sporting  clubs. 

The  provision  of  a public  swimming  pool  is  a desirable  and 
long  overdue  amenity,  in  which  Cwmbran  compares  unfavourably 
with  some  other  new  towns.  For  example,  Harlow,  another  new 
town,  with  a population  of  66,250  compared  with  Cwmbran  new 
town’s  population  of  just  over  40,000,  had  by  1965,  a municipal 
swimming  pool,  three  paddling  pools  and  nine  school  swimming 
pools. 

In  Cwmbran  people  generally  are  happy,  enjoying  homes  with 
modern  conveniences.  Many  of  the  factories  in  which  they  work 
are  modern,  as  are  the  shops  and  offices  throughout  the  town.  They 
do  not  have  the  advantage  of  living  in  a smoke  control  area,  al- 
though all  new  grates  are  capable  of  burning  smokeless  fuels. 
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Children,  who  do  not  have  adaptation  problems,  and  accept 
each  other  more  readily  than  adults,  enjoy  living  in  Cwmbran. 
They  attend  modern  schools  with  spacious  playing  fields.  More 
local  play  areas  are  needed.  School  playgrounds  would  serve 
this  purpose  were  it  possible  to  overcome  the  administrative  diffi- 
culties.

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  the  population 
of  Cwmbran  for  1966  was  27,560,  an  increment  of  1,550  compared 
with  the  mid-year  estimate  for  1965.  There  were  600  live  births 
and  234  deaths,  so  that  the  natural  increase  of  the  population  was 
366. 

The  Registrar  General’s  comparability  factors  used  for  the 
calculation  of  local  adjusted  rates  are  0.86  for  births  and  1.62  for 
deaths.

There  were  70  more  live  births  in  1966  than  in  1965  and  14 
more  than  in  1963,  the  last  year  with  most  live  births.  The  crude 
live  birth  rate  was  4.24  live  births  per  1,000  population  more  than 
for  Monmouthshire  and  4.07  live  births  more  than  for  England 
and  Wales.  The  local  adjusted  live  birth  rate  was  greater  than 
that  for  Monmouthshire  and  for  England  and  Wales. 

Illegitimate  births  per  cent  of  total  live  births  decreased  by 
0.38%  to  4.53%  when  compared  with  1965.  The  number  of  illegi- 
timate live  births  was  constant.  The  rate  for  Monmouthshire  in- 
creased by  0.33%.  With  increasing  health  education  for  secondary 
schools  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  illegitimate  birth  rate  will  be  con- 
tained.

There  were  7 stillbirths,  three  less  than  for  1965,  when  ther§ 
were  540  total  births.  Four  stillbirths  were  of  males  and  3 of 
females.  Only  one  stillbirth  was  delivered  at  home.  The  stillbirth 
rate  has  decreased  by  6.99  to  11.53  stillbirths  per  1.000  total  live 
and  stillbirths  when  compared  with  1965.  For  Monmouthshire 
the  rate  decreased  by  2.47  to  20.03  stillbirths  per  1,000  total  births 
and  for  England  and  Wales  by  0.3  to  15.4  stillbirths  per  1,000  total 
births. 

The  stillbirth  rate  for  Cwmbran  per  1,000  total  births  was  8.5 
less  than  for  Monmouthshire  and  3.87  less  than  for  England  and 
Wales.

There  were  17  infant  deaths.  Six  deaths  were  of  males  and 
eleven  of  females.  Two  deaths,  both  of  females,  were  of  illegiti- 
mate infants.  Nine  deaths  were  of  infants  aged  less  than  one  week, 
one  was  of  an  infant  aged  between  one  week  and  four  weeks  and 
7 were  of  infants  between  four  weeks  and  one  year  of  age.  Five 
infant  deaths,  two  more  than  in  1965.  occurred  at  home  and  12  in 
hospital. 

Each  of  the  deaths  at  home  was  of  an  infant  more  than  four 
months  of  age  and  some  may  have  been  avoidable.

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  19.00 
deaths  per  1,000  live  births,  a rate  equal  to  that  for  1965.  The  rate 
for  Monmouthshire  increased  bv  3.78  deaths  to  24.99  deaths  ner 
1,000  live  births.  That  for  Cwmbran  decreased  by  3.75  infant 
deaths  per  1,000  live  births  but  continues  to  exceed  that  for  Mon- 
mouthshire by  3.44  and  that  for  England  and  Wales  by  9.35  deaths 
per  1,000  live  births. 

Nine  deaths  were  of  infants  aged  less  than  one  week,  one  less 
than  in  1965.  One  of  these  deaths  was  due  to  congenital  malform- 
ations, one  to  intra-uterine  anoxia,  two  to  antepartum  haemorrh- 
age and  five  to  prematurity.  The  one  death  of  an  infant  aged  be- 
tween one  and  four  weeks  was  due  to  congenital  malformations. 

The  remaining  seven  deaths  were  of  infants  aged  between  four 
weeks  and  under  one  year.  Two  deaths  were  due  to  congenital 
malformations,  three  to  infection  and  two  to  asphyxia.  Five  deaths 
were  not  to  be  expected  in  a community  with  a satisfactory  en- 
vironment and  one  in  which  infant  care  is  of  a high  standard. 

Had  the  five  deaths  from  prematurity,  three  from  infection  and 
two  from  asphyxia  been  avoided,  the  infant  mortality  rate  would 
have  been  favourable. 

A comparison  between  the  infant  mortality  rate  of  the  Cwm- 
brant  Urban  District  and  Harlow  New  Town  for  the  years  1960- 
1965  is  of  interest —

These  differences  may  be  attributed  to  the  social  class  struc- 
ture of  the  towns.  Until  recently,  selection  of  tenants  by  the  De- 
velopment Corporation  encouraged  the  more  wealthy  to  live  at 
Croesyceiliog  or  Llanyrafon,  outside  the  Urban  District. 

The  neonatal  and  early  neonatal  mortality  rates  decreased  by 
5.97  and  3.87  deaths  per  1,000  live  births  respectively  when  com- 
pared with  the  rates  for  1965.  Both  continued  to  exceed  the  rates 
for  Monmouthshire  and  England  and  Wales. 

For  the  second  time  in  the  last  eight  years  has  the  perinatal 
mortality  rate  been  almost  equal  to  that  for  England  and  Wales. 
This  year  it  exceeds  the  national  rate  by  only  0.03  and  is  less  than 
that  for  Monmouthshire  by  7.53  stillbirths  and  deaths  under  one 
week  combined  per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths.  The  rate  has 
decreased  by  10.7  in  the  last  year.

For  the  third  year  the  crude  death  rate  has  increased  when 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  Compared  with  the  rate  for  1965, 
that  for  1966  increased  by  0.26  deaths  per  1,000  population.  The 
crude  death  rate  was  less  than  that  for  Monmouthshire  by  3.43  and 
for  England  and  Wales  by  3.21  deaths  per  1,000  population.  The 
local  adjusted  death  rate  exceeded  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
by  2.07  and  the  adjusted  death  rate  for  Monmouthshire  by  0.18 
deaths  per  1,000  population. 

A comparison  of  deaths  by  age  and  sex  shows  that  male  and 
female  deaths  of  persons  aged  more  than  65  years  and  less  than  45 
years  were  almost  equal.  In  middle  age,  45  years  to  64  years,  there 
were  twice  as  many  deaths  of  men. 

Deaths  due  to  disease  of  the  heart,  blood  vessels  and  vascular 
lesions  of  the  nervous  system  were  only  four  less  than  half  of  the 
total  number  of  deaths.  They  continued  to  be  the  largest  group  of 
deaths,  accounting  for  113  deaths,  62  of  females  and  51  of  males. 
Eighty-four  deaths,  74.3%  of  this  group,  were  of  persons  aged  65 
years  and  over.  Forty  deaths,  35.39%  of  deaths  due  to  cardio- 
vascular diseases,  were  attributed  to  coronary  disease.  Only  18  of 
these  deaths,  8 of  males  and  10  of  females,  were  of  persons  aged 
65  years  and  over.  Seventeen  deaths  of  males  and  5 of  females 
were  of  persons  aged  less  than  65  years.  These  deaths  and  those  due 
to  cancer  of  the  lung,  7 of  males  and  1 of  a female,  will  be  con- 
siderably reduced  if  wives  and  mothers  encourage  their  menfolk 
to : — 

1.  Take  more  exercise: 

The  Massai  tribesmen  of  Kenya  provide  a good  example. 
Each  travels  15  to  20  miles  a day  and  coronary  artery  disease  is 
unknown  as  a cause  of  death. 

2.  Avoid  becoming  overweight  by  dietary  measures: 

Ensure  that  the  diet  is  varied  enough  to  provide  vitamins  and 
essential  elements  like  iron.  Fresh  fruit,  more  protein  food  (meat, 
cheese  and  fish)  than  carbohydrates  (potatoes  and  sweets)  and  fats 
should  be  included.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  best  type  of 
fat  for  health  is  derived  from  vegetable  oils  so  that  margarine,  par- 
ticularly that  containing  unsaturated  fats,  provides  a better  food 
than  butter.  Some  people  manage  to  control  any  increase  in 
weight  by  simply  avoiding  an  excessive  intake  of  sweets,  cakes,  bis- 
cuits, bread,  potatoes  and  meat  fat. 

3.  Avoid  air  pollution : 

Air  pollution  includes  smoking,  which  should  be  avoided. 

These  principles  often  form  the  basis  of  talks  given  to  pre- 
retirement courses.  It  is  clear,  however,  that  action  needs  to  be 
taken  before  the  onset  of  middle  age. 

Deaths  from  neoplasm  formed  the  next  largest  group,  with  44 
deaths,  7 more  than  last  year.  Thirty  deaths  were  of  males  and 
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14  of  females.  Fifty-nine  per  cent  of  these  deaths  were  of  persons 
aged  less  than  65  years,  as  opposed  to  36.32%  of  deaths  from  all 
causes.  Eight  deaths,  7 of  males  and  1 of  a female,  6 less  than  for 
1965,  were  due  to  neoplasm  of  the  lung. 

A similar  preponderance  of  male  deaths  is  to  be  found  among 
the  deaths  from  bronchitis.  Thirteen  deaths  were  of  males  and  2 of 
females.  Male  cigarette  smoking  habits  possibly  account  for  the 
different  sex  incidence. 

There  were  10  deaths  from  accidents,  four  more  than  last  year 
and  seven  deaths  were  of  persons  aged  less  than  44  years. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  AND 
OTHER  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 

Few  cases  of  notified  diseases,  with  the  exception  of  measles, 
were  reported  in  the  urban  district.  In  the  early  months  of  the 
year  I was  informed  of  an  outbreak  of  influenza  and  throughout 
the  year  of  occasional  cases  of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting.  No  cases 
of  dysentery  were  notified  by  general  practitioners  and  no  organ- 
isms were  isolated  from  10  persons  investigated. 

Measles  is  endemic  in  urban  communities,  becoming  epidemic 
every  second  year.  This  year  262  cases  were  notified,  exceeding 
notified  cases  in  1965,  the  epidemic  year,  by  126.  Most  cases  oc- 
curred in  the  first  and  second  quarters  of  the  year. 

Two  cases  of  pneumonia  and  2 of  whooping  cough  were  noti- 
fied. 

On  the  10th  June,  the  first  of  eight  confirmed  cases  of  variola 
minor  was  identified  in  the  Pontypool  Urban  District.  In  Cwmbran 
six  persons,  two  families,  contacts  of  confirmed  cases,  were  investi- 
gated, vaccinated  or  re-vaccinated  and  followed  up  for  16  days 
after  the  last  day  of  contact.  One  child  in  each  family  developed 
chicken  pox. 

Although  one  of  the  families  had  spent  a camping  holiday 
with  a case,  all  had  been  vaccinated  in  1962  and  none  developed 
smallpox.  Camping  equipment  was  sent  to  Allt-yr-yn  Hospital  for 
disinfection  and  the  home  of  the  contacts  fumigated. 

Two  persons  who  returned  to  Cwmbran  from  a smallpox  area 
abroad  were  not  in  possession  of  valid  international  certificates  of 
vaccination.  They  were  re-vaccinated  and  placed  under  surveil- 
lance.

Twenty-one  persons  investigated  were  immigrants  working  in 
catering  establishments.

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

These  services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  at  infant 
welfare  clinics  and  by  general  practitioners.

Parents  are  encouraged  to  ensure  that  their  children  receive 
three  triple  antigen  injections  at  monthly  intervals  for  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  before  the  age  of  six  months.  A rein- 
forcing triple  injection  should  follow  between  the  ages  of  18 
months  and  21  months.  Before  children  enter  school  a further  re- 
inforcing injection  for  diphtheria  and  tetanus  is  advised. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  was  made  available  to  children  and 
adults  under  40  years  of  age  throughout  the  year.  For  children 
the  course  of  three  oral  doses  at  monthly  intervals  generally  follows 
the  triple  immunisation  course.

From  the  table  you  will  note  that  the  majority  of  vaccina- 
tions were  carried  out  after  one  year  of  age.  Those  vaccinations 
below  one  year  of  age  were  of  children  travelling  to  countries  in 
which  smallpox  is  endemic.  The  statistics  show  an  improvement 
when  compared  with  those  for  1965. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

No  new  cases  of  respiratory  or  non-respiratory  tuberculosis 
were  notified  during  the  year.  There  were  three  inward  transfers 
from  other  areas.  One  patient  who  was  registered  as  a case  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  1950  died  during  the  year.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  there  were  113  cases  on  the  tuberculosis  register : —

INFANT  WELFARE  CLINICS 

The  temporary  infant  welfare  clinic  at  Fairwater  continued 
to  be  used  throughout  the  year  although  it  has  not  offered  suitable 
conditions  for  this  work.  A permanent  building  was  begun  near 
the  Fairwater  district  shopping  centre  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  in- 
fant welfare  clinic  will  be  in  use  before  the  end  of  1967. 

There  are  already  three  purpose  built  clinics  in  use  in  the 
urban  district,  one  at  Maendy,  Pontnewydd,  one  at  town  centre  and 
the  other  at  Oakfield.  The  latter  was  opened  during  the  year. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

All  public  mains  water  is  supplied  and  distributed  by  the 
Newport  and  South  Monmouthshire  Water  Board.  An  adequate 
supply,  without  restriction,  has  been  maintained  at  all  times 
throughout  the  year. 

Eighteen  samples  of  the  public  water  supply  were  taken  at 
various  times  during  the  year  by  the  public  health  department  and 
all  samples  were  bacteriologically  satisfactory.  The  Newport  and 
South  Monmouthshire  Water  Board  also  tests  the  bacteriological 
purity  and  chemical  composition  of  the  water  at  frequent  intervals 
and  all  samples  taken  were  satisfactory.  Ten  samples  of  water 
were  taken  from  isolated  dwellings  and  farmhouses  not  provided 
with  a piped  water  supply  from  the  public  main  and  four  such 
samples  were  bacteriologically  unsatisfactory.  Occupiers  were  ad- 
vised to  boil  all  drinking  water  from  springs  and  wells  and  the 
owners  of  the  properties  were  advised  on  methods  of  improving 
the  quality  of  the  supply.  Two  such  properties  were  connected 
to  the  public  main  supply  during  the  year. 
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Fluoridation  of  the  public  water  supply  was  not  considered  by 
the  Council  during  the  year.  It  is  regretted  that  this  desirable 
measure  has  not  been  adopted,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  probably  no 
other  procedure  in  the  field  of  preventive  medicine  has  had  its 
effectiveness  and  safety  so  thoroughly  established. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Sewage  from  the  Cwmbran  urban  area  is  taken  by  the  Eastern 
Valley  Joint  Sewerage  Board’s  trunk  sewer  to  the  Ponthir  Sewage 
Works  for  treatment  before  discharge  into  the  Afon  Lwyd  river. 
Certain  properties  at  Upper  Cwmbran  are  still  discharging  un- 
treated or  partially  treated  sewage  into  the  Blaen  Bran  brook  and 
an  industrial  site  at  Lower  Pontnewydd  discharges  untreated 
sewage  directly  into  the  Afon  Lwyd  river.  With  the  exception  of 
the  above  properties  and  a relatively  small  number  of  isolated 
properties,  the  whole  of  the  district  is  connected  to  the  public 
sewer. 

Refuse  Collection 

The  Council  provides  a weekly  kerbside  collection  of  domestic 
refuse.  Refuse  is  collected  by  direct  labour,  using  modern  covered 
vehicles.  Trade  refuse  is  collected  from  the  town  centre  twice 
weekly  and  more  often  if  found  necessary.  An  increasing  number  of 
dwellings,  including  all  new  dwellings,  are  now  being  provided  with 
the  paper  or  polythene  sack  method  of  collection  and  this  method 
has  proved  to  be  most  hygienic  and  convenient  both  to  the  occupier 
and  to  the  Council’s  collection  service.  Disposal  continues  to  take 
place  by  tipping  into  the  disused  clay  pits  at  Ty  Coch  and  the  last 
of  the  water  filled  depressions  has  been  filled.  Tipping  is  generally 
well  controlled  and  as  far  as  possible  all  refuse  is  covered.  The 
Council  is  fortunate  in  that  earth  from  site  excavation  in  the  new 
town  and  blast  furnace  slag  from  Panteg  Steel  Works  normally 
provides  sufficient  covering  but  there  are  periods  when  covering 
is  scarce.  Every  endeavour  is  made  not  to  cause  nuisance  and  in- 
convenience to  the  inhabitants  of  nearby  dwellings  from  flies,  smell, 
fire  and  rodents.  At  the  end  of  the  summer  the  tip  was  infested 
by  crickets,  some  of  which  entered  nearby  dwellings  and  active 
steps  were  taken  by  the  Council  to  deal  with  the  infestation. 

The  indiscriminate  dumping  of  discarded  household  refuse, 
particularly  bicycles,  prams,  mattresses  and  other  articles  not  nor- 
mally collected  by  the  Council  with  the  refuse  sacks  or  bins  still 
continues.  The  Council  operates  a special  free  collection  for  such 
articles  and  it  is  a pity  that  some  householders,  rather  than  despoil 
the  brooks,  open  spaces  and  countryside,  do  not  make  use  of  the 
service. 

In  those  areas  of  the  town  where  refuse  sacks  are  not  provided 
by  the  Council,  some  occupiers  still  make  use  of  makeshift  bins 
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without  lids,  cardboard  cartons,  etc.  and  it  was  necessary  to  require 
some  tenants  to  provide  proper  bins  by  notices  under  the  Public 
Health  Act  1936. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  employs  a full  time  rodent  operator  for  the 
destruction  of  rodents  and  other  pests.  Every  encouragement  is 
given  to  householders  and  occupiers  of  land  to  report  the  presence 
of  rodents  as  soon  as  possible.  All  reports  are  investigated  promptly. 
Ten  per  cent  of  all  sewer  manholes  and  inspection  chambers  are 
poison  baited  twice  a year  and  regular  test  baits  are  laid  at  refuse 
tips,  brooks,  the  canal  and  Afon  Lwyd  river.  Particular  attention 
is  paid  to  builders’  compounds  and  constructional  sites. 

Nine  hundred  and  forty  premises  were  inspected  and  421 
infested  premises  were  treated.  At  none  of  the  premises  was 
there  a major  infestation. 

DISINFESTATION  OF  DWELLINGS 

The  Public  Health  Department  continues  to  inspect  and  fumi- 
gate with  insecticide  all  vacant  Council  houses  before  re-occupation 
by  new  tenants.  One  hundred  and  sixty-five  Council  owned 
dwellings  were  so  treated  before  being  re-let  and  7 houses  were 
found  to  be  infested  with  bed  bugs.  Three  privately  owned  dwell- 
ings were  disinfested  of  bed  bugs.  On  request  other  dwellings 
and  premises  were  treated  to  eradicate  ants,  fleas,  beetles,  cock- 
roaches and  crickets.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS,  1955 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  is  administered  in  Cwmbran 
by  the  Monmouthshire  County  Council. 

Ninety-six  samples  of  food — 44  of  which  were  milk — were 
submitted  to  the  public  analyst  for  examination.  Seven  samples 
submitted  were  found  to  be  not  of  the  nature,  substance  or  quality 
as  that  demanded  by  the  purchaser  and  legal  proceedings  were 
instituted  in  one  case  against  the  retailer  of  the  food. 

Eighteen  complaints  were  made  by  purchasers  of  food  to  the 
Public  Health  Department  and  of  these  complaints  6 were  referred 
to  the  Food  and  Drugs  authority.

(i)  Domestic  Smoke  Pollution 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  by  the  Council  to 
establish  Smoke  Control  Areas.  Each  year  an  increasing  propor- 
tion of  new  dwellings  built  are  centrally  heated  by  either  gas, 
electricity  or  oil  and  the  proportion  of  houses  heated  by  solid  fuel 
is  diminishing.  During  1966,  18%  of  the  dwellings  built  by  the 
Council  and  92%  of  those  built  by  the  Development  Corporation 
were  heated  by  gas  or  electricity 

(ii)  Industrial  Smoke  Pollution 

There  were  no  contraventions  of  the  Dark  Smoke  Regulations 
from  oil  or  coal  fired  steam  raising  boiler  plants. 

The  main  sources  of  industrial  pollution  in  the  new  town  are 
the  cold  blast  cast  iron  cupolas  of  Messrs.  Guest  Keen  & Nettlefold 
Foundries  and  Henllys  Refractory  Brickworks. 

Representations  were  made  on  several  occasions  during  the 
year  to  the  District  Alkali  Inspector  about  the  emission  of  acid 
soots  from  the  refractory  brickworks  and  the  Council  requested 
their  Member  of  Parliament  to  make  suitable  representation  to  the 
appropriate  Government  department  in  an  endeavour  to  minimise 
the  emission.  These  representations  did  not  result  in  any 
improvement. 


HOUSING 

Seven  hundred  new  dwellings  were  built  in  the  urban  district 
during  the  year  1966.  The  urban  district  council  built  136  dwell- 
ings, comprising  60  two-bedroom  houses  and  50  three-bedroom 
houses,  20  one-bedroom  bungalows  with  a four-bedroom  warden’s 
house  at  Maendy  and  3 two-bedroom  flats  over  shops  at  Maendy. 
All  these  dwellings  were  of  the  brick  built  traditional  type.  Two 
three-bedroom  Gildway  system  type  houses  were  constructed  at 
East  Road.  The  Development  Corporation  built  537  houses,  mainly 
at  Fairwater. 

No  large  slum  clearance  schemes  were  undertaken  by  the 
Council  during  the  year.  One  Clearance  Area  of  two  dwellings 
in  Wesley  Street  was  cleared  and  the  occupants  rehoused. 

Condensation 

Complaints  of  dampness  were  received  from  many  tenants, 
both  of  Corporation  and  Council  houses  during  the  winter  of 
1965/66.  The  Council  distributed  to  all  tenants  a pamphlet  on  the 
causes  of  condensation  and  the  measures  to  reduce  its  occurrence. 
One  group  of  gas  heated  dwellings  built  by  the  Cwmbran  Develop- 
ment Corporation  were  particularly  badly  affected  and  the 
Development  Corporation  decided  to  carry  out  tests  on  different 
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groups  of  these  dwellings  to  improve  the  heating,  thermal  insula- 
tion and  ventilation. 

During  the  winter  of  1966/67  climatic  conditions  did  not  pro- 
duce, to  the  same  degree,  those  circumstances  conducive  to  con- 
densation.

HOUSING  ACT — Standard  Amenities 

An  inspection  of  all  pre-war  Council  houses  was  carried  out 
during  the  year  to  ascertain  which  houses  were  not  provided  with 
all  the  standard  amenities  mentioned  in  the  Act.  One  hundred 
pre-war  dwellings  were  found  to  be  without  wash  hand  basins  and 
23  without  a proper  ventilated  larder.
